Safeguarding Our People— 

Legislation putting new and very 
sharp teeth in the law requiring the 
registration of agents of foreign 
governments was put through the 
house recently by unanimous vote; 
it has already passed the senate 
and now goes to the white house 
for signature. 

All sorts of safeguards against 
foreign propagandists, or propa- 
ganga designed to benefit the axis 
nations, have been provided in the 
bill. However, the bill goes much 
farther than that. 

Fines up to $10,000 and prison 
terms up to five years may be im- 
posed upon any person who “advo- 
cates, advises, instigates or pro- 
motes racial, religious or social dis- 
sensions or disorders.” 

This bill will eliminate the ac- 
tivities of such companies as found 
in Chicago and Milwaukee a couple 
of weeks ago, wherein “racial and 
religious” practices were keynotes 
of the ten companies.

Offsetting Propaganda—~ 

Propagandists who have been 
raising a “hellabaloo” about work- 
ers having too much money to 
spend, had their ears slapped down 
this week by Secretary Perkins of 
the department of labor. 

She put out a report which 
showed that half the workers in 
manufacturing industries earn less 
than $30 a week, even after over- 
time pay at time-and-one-half rates. 

Certain congressmen and news- 
Papers have been throwing “catfits” 
about high wages; Miss Perkins, 


... facts! Facts 
that cannot be disputed by anyone. 

Here’s what she says: 

“Millions in manufacturing indus- 
tries are still paid below the $30 
subsistence wage. Over 2,500,000 
factory workers, or 25 per cent of 
10,600,000 engaged in manufactur- 
ing, earn less than $20 a week. An- 
other 2,800,000, or 26 per cent, are 
paid only $20 to $30 a week. 

“In the $30 to $40 bracket there 
are 2,200,000 industrial workers, in 
the $40 to $50 bracket, slightly over 
1,700,000, and above $50, a mere 13 
per cent, or 1,400,000 workers. 

“In strictly war industries the 
picture is somewhat different, but 
even in these 34 per cent have total 
earnings of less than $30 a week.” 

Tory congressmen and anti-labor 
newspapers should take a leaf from 
the “official” book of the labor de- 
partment. Their tremendous high- 
wage figures have been grossly 
exaggerated.

Big Salaries Hit— 

It is estimated that 10,000 
citizens in the United States 
receive over $50,000 in wages. 
President Roosevelt's an- 
nouncement that net income 
after taxes be limited to $25,- 
000, will hit Hollywood motion 
picture players seriously. 

Here's how some of the sal- 
aries line up: 

Bing Crosby, estimated, 
$150,000; Louis B. Mayer, di- 
rector, $1,000,000; Jimmie 
Cagney, $368,000; Thomas J. 
Watson, president of interna- 
tional business machines, 
$442,000; G. W. Hill, presi- 
dent of American Tobacco 
company, $442,000; Ginger 
Rogers, $219,000; Sonja Henie, 
$249,000; W. C. Fields, $255,- 
000, and Deanna Durbin 
$209,000. 

Compare these wages with a 
low of 40 cents an hour for 
factory workers and $1.75 an 
hour 3 mechanics. 

It’s a long way from $25,000, 
eh, what?

Ceilings on Prices and 
Rents Proposed 


Calling for “spartan living” for 
the duration of the war, President 
Roosevelt last Monday, presented 
to the congress a seven-point anti- 
inflation program embracing in- 
creased taxes, price ceilings, vol- 
untary savings, the rationing of all 
essential commodities where short- 
ages exist, and a prohibition against 
any net incomes in excess of 
$25,000 a year. 

His special message to congress 
on the “cost of living” for a nation 
at war, said: 

1—“Heavy taxation to keep per- 
sonal and corporate profits at a 
reasonable rate, the word ‘reason- 
able’ being defined at a low level. 

2—"Fix ceilings on the prices 
which consumers, retailers, whole- 
salers and manufacturers pay for 
the things they buy; and ceilings 
on rents for dwellings in all areas 
affected by war industries. 

3—“Stabiltze the remuneration re- 
ceived by individuals for their 
work. 

4—"Stabilize the prices received 
by growers for the products of their 
lands. 

5—“Encourage all citizens to con- 
tribute to the cost of winning this 
war by purchasing war bonds with 
their earnings instead of using 
those earnings to buy articles 
which are not essential. 

6—"Ration all essential commodi- 
tiles of which there is a scarcity, so 
that they may be distributed fairly 
among consumers and not merely 
in accordance with financial ability 
to pay high prices for them. 

7——“Discourage credit and instal- 
ment buying, and encourage the 
paying off of debts, mortgages and 
other obligations; for this promotes 
savings, retards excessive buying 
and adds to the amount available 
to the credits for the purchase of 
war bonds.” 

The president declared his opposi- 
tion to a change in the 40-hour 
week when he said: 

“Most workers in munition 
industries are working far more 
than 40 hours a week, and 
should continue to be paid at 
time and onehalf for over- 
time. Otherwise their weekly 
pay envelopes would be re- 
duced. 

“I believe that stabilizing the 
cost of living will mean that 
wages in general can and 
should be kept at existing 
scales.”

L. A. FOOD CLERKS’ COUNCIL 
TO CONTINUE FIGHT AGAINST 
F.C. NASH AND COMPANY 


After repeated refusals by the F. 
C. Nash and company of Pasadena 
to arbitrate wages for their food 
department employes, following a 
stubborn rejection for over a year 
to negotiate with the union, the Los 
Angeles retail food council voted 
unanimously to continue the picket- 
ing of this “unfair” company which 
started on January 30th of this 
year. 

This decision was taken by the 
union only after all offers made to 
Mr. Nash and representatives of 
his firm to arbitrate had been com- 
pletely ignored. Bending over back- 
wards in order to reach a settle- 
ment, the union even went so far as 
to propose that the firm’s repre- 
sentatives, together with those from 
the union discuss the whole ques- 
tion before the various civic associ- 
ations to whom F, C. Nash and 
company had appealed for support 
against the unions and to whom 
they have so unconscionably mis- 
represented the facts involved in 
the dispute. 


With the exception of this anti- 
labor concern, all other food stores 
in the entire district are enjoying 
decent wages and working condi- 
tions through agreements with the 
union. It was unreasonable and un- 
compromising anti-union position 
taken by Mr. Nash that forced the 
union to place the picket line at his 
establishment as a protest against 
his unfair treatment of his em- 
ployes and the equally unfair com- 
petition with the rest of the food 
industry. 

Although the workers employed 
by the other firms have obtained 
several raises in pay, the Nash em- 
ployes continue to be employed for 
wages way under the union scale. 
Because of all these considerations, 
the labor movement of Pasadena 
and Los Angeles food council are 
determined to carry on this fight 
until an equitable settlement is 


reached and security for the em- 
ployes of the F. C. Nash and com- 
pany is established. 


Members of the war labo: ard

A pickpocket, to divert attention

In an editorial written for the 
April issue of the “Machinists’ 


Journal,” Brown declared that un- 
scrupulous employers are trying to 
hide their robbery of Uncle Sam by 
stirring up public hysteria against 
labor. 

Many of these bosses, the machin 
ists’ chieftain said, have put over 
tricky contracts under which they 
collect virtually twice on plants 
they have built for defense produc 
tion; others, he pointed out, have 
piled up unconscionable profits.

BOARD RENEWS NO-STRIKE PLEDGES 


The executive board of the United, 
Automobile Workers of America 
(AFL), pledging whole-hearted as- 
sistance to the national war effort, | 
voted to waive double-time for over- 
time on Sundays and holidays for 
the duration of the war.

President Green Submits Basic 
Facts Proving Wage Freezing 
Disastrous To War Effort 


The American Federation of Labor submitted to the 
government a summary of basic facts demonstrating that wage 
would have a devastating effect on America’s war effort | 

The statement, made public by AFL President William Green, warned | 
that war industry workers are facing ‘economic disaster’ because of 
“failure of the office of price administration to enforce effectively and} 
vigorously price ceilings on consumer goods and to institute fair and} 
democratic rationing.” 

The text of the memorandum follows: j 

“(1) During the past year the cost of living, as reported by the bure au | 
of labor statistics, has risen at least 12 per cent; in most war production | 
centers the increase has been far greater. In single war industry towns 
the prevalent rise in the cost of living has ranged between 15 and 20 
per cent and in individual communities it has been far greater. This 
situation which is spelling economic disaster to war workers has resulted 
from the failure of the office of price administration to enforce effec- | 
tively and vigorously price ceilings on consumer goods and to institute} 
fair and democratic rationing. 

“(2) There is incontrovertible evidence that the inflationary rise in 
prices and increases in the cost of living have not been caused by wage | 
increases. For the period of a year there have been no general or

stantial wage increases in any basic manufacturing industry engaged in 
war production. This, considered together with the fact that wage costs | 
have remained stable in the increasing war production, proves 
clusively that rising prices and increasing cost of living have not been 
brought about by the cost of wages. During the past ye ar real wages 
have decreased because of the rise in living costs with the result that 
workers have suffered from wage cuts during that time 

“(3) In the absence of an integrated and decisive tax program cor- 
porate profits, even after taxes, have shown a tremendous rise during 
1941. 

“(4) The American workers, whose morale and strength are essential 
for maximum production, must be assured a share of available con- 
sumer goods which will permit them to meet their tremendous task. 
Almost 53 per cent of all American families receive less than $1500 per 
year. The only outstanding analysis of what a proper budget should be, 
namely the Heller committee budget, shows that to meet a decent stan- 
dard would require approximately $2400 on the basis of the present cost 
of living. Freezing of wages will mean that large and strategic groups 


con- 


| of workers will be put into a straight-jacket of sub-standard and defi- 


cient living which spells failure to the battle of production. 

“(5) British experience has shown that drastic application of ra- 
tioning accompanied by vigorous fiscal policies makes wage freezing 
or wage control unnecessary, and that price inflation can be fully 
kept in check without resort to wage control. 

“(6) There is no evidence whatsoever that wage freezing as embodied 


any result other than lowering the morale and living standard of the 


wage levels would undoubtedly continue the same in the absence of 
wage freezing. There is evidence, however, of spreading dissatisfaction 
and demoralization brought about among workers by the Canadian wage 
control program. The wage freezing measure was adopted in Canada by 
a frankly anti-labor government which has not seen fit to accord labor 
consultation, representation or even means of cooperation in the Cana- 
dian war effort. 

“(7) Organized labor has given to the people of the United States full 
commitment that there will be no stoppages of work of any kind and 
that all disputes will be submitted to the national war labor board after 
collective bargaining procedure has been exhausted. This commitment | 
has been met. We have thus preserved the democratic processes of col- | 
lective bargaining between trade unions and employers. This is vital in

The Way to Overwhelm the “Sweatshop Brigade” 


The time has come when trade unionists from one end of 
America to the other must get “fighting mad”’! 

A lot of ‘‘sweatshop” bosses, corrupt newspaper columnists 
and cheap politicians have been kicking them around for 
months. The workers have not retaliated—they have been too 
busy doing the things which must be done if this war is to be 
won. 

However, patience is not always a virtue. A pious old bishop 
once said: ‘Of course, I believe in turning the other cheek, but 
there is nothing in the bible which suggests that I should turn 
my cheek more than once. The man who slaps me a second 
time is inviting trouble!” 

Trade unionists must follow the old bishop’s advice. They 
have put up with enough slapping! Of course, nothing should 
be done which will interfere with the nation’s war effort. In 
the production of everything needed for ‘all-out’ war, the 
workers must continue to smash all records. 

But there will be plenty of time left to take care of those who 
have been lying about trade unionism and who have been 
clamoring that the workers must be deprived of every gain they 
have made during the last half century. 

The first step is to prepare for this year’s primaries and gen- 
eral election. We are to elect 435 members of the house and 
about 40 members of the senate. Unless trade unionists and 
their friends are on their toes from now until the polls close in 
November, the enemies of organized labor will select a majority 
of those national legislators. In that event, they will endeavor 
to put over an anti-labor legislative program which would shame 
Hitler. 

However, only the carelessness or the stupidity of the work- 
ers, themselves, can make such a disaster possible. 

There are 8,000,000 union men in this country. With the 
members of their families, they have a voting strength of at least 
15,000,000. If that army is properly marshaled in the primaries 
and on election day, the enemy will be routed all along the line. 

And so will the “hot cargo” referendum appearing on the 
same November ballet in California.
